A correspondent of (lie Philadelphia 


Preu writing from St. Augustine, 
Florida, gives an account of a roilrotd 
trip from wbioh wo mnko the following 
extract: 


At Tocoi you arc from St. Augustine 


eighteen miles, which arc made in two 
hours over the funniest little railroad. 
You enter a regular city street car 
(built in Now York), wbioh is drawn by 
two horsos, driven tandem ovor'a wood- 
en track (save for the first three miles, 
whore there is a light strip of iron laid 
upon the wood) directly .through n 
marshy, woody c»untry, your baggage 
following in tracks. The profits of this 
miserable nnd wholly inexcusable rend 
arc enormous. It cost, they say (I 
donbt it), 8102,000 to build. This is 
scarcely possible in a section whore 
labor is so cheap, and whero tho neces- 
sary wood is all at the workman's hand, 
But little transportation of 
material 


was necessary. The charge for passen- 
gers is $2 a bead, nnd last winter the 
avcrtigo number carried daily was 150 
each way, making tho receipts $600 
per day, exclusive of freight for which 
die rates lue proportionately extortion- 
ate,
